Mr«  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Health  Report 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December ,1 972 <,  This  :will  be  the  last 
report  presented  to  Tywyn  U»D«C«,  the  first  report,  of  which 
there  is  a copy,  was  in  1893« 

The  Registrar  General*  s estimate  of  the  mid  year  population 
was  3)880o  The  figure  given  in  1971  Census  was  3j8l8  and  the 
estimate  for  1970  was  4,5^0, 

There  were  38  live  births  with  no  stillbirths  and  no 
infant  deaths, (57  live  births  in  1971  with  one  stillbirth  and 
one  infant  death). 

The  number  of  deaths  was  65  compared  with  5^  in  1971® 

Again  most  of  the  deaths  were  from  heart  disease  including 
coronary  artery  disease  and  from  strokes.  There  was, however, 
a greater  proportion  of  deaths  from  cancer  than  in  the  previous 
year.  There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis  but  one  new  case 
of  the  disease  was  notified, 

I wish  to  thank  Mr .Collins,  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
the  Clerk  and  all  other  council  officials  for  their  help  during 
the  year. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  council 
for  their  help  and  support  during  my  period  of  office.

Aberdyfi.  Briyncrug.  Tywyn  and  Cwrt 

The  supply  of  water  to  these  conmuiiities  was  plentiful  and 
satisfactorily  maintained.  The  Merioneth  V/ater  Board  became  the 
statutory  water  undertaking  for  the  County  on  the  1st  April, 1965* 

The  supply  is  of  an  excellent  bacteriological  standard.  Close 
liason  is  maintained  between  the  Council  and  the  Merioneth  Water 
Board  who  carry  out  most  of  the  sampling. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water 

41  Water  samples  were  taken  and  were  submitted  for  analysis,  the 
results  of  which  were  all  positive,  . 

DRAINAGE  ..'iiro  SEWER.'VGE 


Aberdyfi 

The  Aberdyfi  Sewage  Scheme  was  completed  during  the  early  weeks 
of  1968,  and  became  operational  immediately  the  machinery  was 
installed.  Crude  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  discharging  into  the 
Dovey  Estuary  but  it  is  mascerated  during  pumping  operations. 

The  pumping  system  is  controlled  by  a lunar  clock  and  the  pumping 
cycle  is  set  to  operate  on  the  ebb  tide.  The  scheme  has  functioned 
satisfactorily  and  no  complaints  respecting  beach  pollution  have 
been  notified.  The  outlet  of  the  discharge  Pipe  into  the  Estuary 
has  been  extended  some  10-1 5ft, 


Tywyn 

The  gravitation  system  and  Pumping  Stations  functioned  satisfactorily 
Bryncrug, 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  The  sewage 
pumping  stations  serving  this  village  also  functioned  satisfactorily. 
Effluent  samples  taken  for  analysis  by  the  Gwynedd  River  Authority 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Cwrt  and  Pennal  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme 

Work  is  now  completed  with  the  construction  of  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  and  laying  of  the  Sewers,  Most  properties  have  been 
connected  to  the  Public  Sewer,  All  Septic  Tanks  have  been 
disconnected  from  Drainage  Systems  and  House  drains  connected 
to  the  Public  Sewer, 


PUBLIC  CLE/JTSING 

The  system  of  public  cleansing  operating  in  the  District  is 
collection  of  refuse  by  a 20  cubic  yard  Pakamatic  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicle.,  weekly  collections  are  maintained  for  the 
majority  of  properties  in  the  district.  The  outlaying  properties 
are  collected  every  two  weeks.  Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out 
by  controlled  tipping  at  the  two  disposal  tips  situate  at  Tywyn 
and  Aberdyfi  respectively.  The  tips  are  maintained  in  a 
satisfactorily  manner. 

Public  Conveniencee 

The  several  public  conveniences  in  the  district  were  maintained  in 
a satisfactorily  condition,  both  structurally  and  sanitary  throughout 
the  year.  Some  mis-use  of  the  conveniences  was  experienced  through 
the  activities  of  vandals.  It  is  proposed  to  construct  a new

No  applications  were  received  for  licences  in  respect  of  new 
private  slaughterhouses*  Adequate  facilities  to  need  the  needs  of 
all  the  local  butchers  are  provided  at  the  existing  slaughterhouses 
owned  by  the  Tywyn  "Wholesale  Meat  CooLtd* 

The  general  conditions  ajr  the  slaughterhouse  have  been  well 
naintained  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  nost 
satisfactory*  The  work  on  the  provision  of  additional  facilxties 
under  the  new  legislation  has  been  satisfactorily  conpleted.  The 
stunning  pen  has  proved  particularly  benificial  in  ensuring  the 
naxinun  safety  and  absence  of  cruelty* 

All  neat  was  inspected  prior  to  leaving  the  slaughterhouse  and 
was  of  excellent  quality  throughout  the  year.  Regular ^visits  to  the 
slaughterhouse  are  nade  by  the  Divisional  VeterireryOfficer  who  always 
reported  the  slaughterhouse  to  be  in  a excellent  state  of  cleanliness* 
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The  transport  and  handling  of  all  neat  has  been  carried 
out  satisfactori].y,  every  precaution  being  taken  to  prevent  the 
soiling  and  contanination  of  dressed  carcasses  and  offal*

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  and  they  were 
all  found  to  maintain  good  standard  of  hygiene.

Food  Hygiene 

There  are  117  food  premises  in  the  district  comprising 
of  9 hotels  and  licensed  premises,  57  gnest  and  boarding  houses, 

12  cafes,  and  restaurants,  2 bakehouses,  6 school  canteens,  5. 
butcher  shops  and  12  confectioners  shops .o  24  gx'ocers  (including 
green-grocers),  2 fish  frying  rest'aurants^  In  addition  there 
are  the  50  ice-cream  premises  previously  mentioned  in  the 
report  although  some  of  these  are  included  in  the  premises 
listed  above.

Every  premise s to  which  this  act  applies  have  heeii 
dulyregistered  with  the  Local  Authority  and  the  general  standard 
of  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  is  good.  The  total 
nunber  of  registered  premises  is  ninety  five. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness 
at  these  premises  was  generally  found  to  be  quite  good  and  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  several  improvements  were  effected  during  the 
year.  In  particular  it  was  found  that  a nunber  of  shops  installed 
refrigerated  food  display  cabinets.  An  increasing  nunber  of 
shopkeepers,  too,  are  displaying  their  goods  in  tr-ansparent 
wrapped  containers  which  provide  good  protection  against  external 
contamination.  This  indicated  an  improved  awareness  of  the 
need  for  good  hygiene  in  the  food  catering  industry.
